Dov er, N. J., July 13.— Patrols of 
marines and sailors were sent into 
the area of the Lake Denmark nav al 
arsenal again today. 
They resumed 
the search for v ictims of Saturday's 
explosion which wiped out the a r ­ 
senal and thus far has run 
up 
a 
known death list of 19 . with sev eral 
still missing. 
The men not only will go into the 
arsenal grounds 
but 
squads 
will 
search the woods nearby nnd prob­ 
ably will drag the lake, where it was 
reported one or more bodies had been 
seen. 
Officers In charge 
believ ed 
the 
search might rev eal additional dead 
and considered that particularly it 
might result in some of the civ ilian 
missing being accounted for. 
The first detail of marines sent in­ 
to the dev astated area yesterday re­ 
cov ered 17 bodies of comrades and 
others. 
They deployed ov er a waste 
of smouldering embers from which 
shells burst unexpectedly. 
Further explorations of the zone 
were delayed by reports of 
a 
fire 
burning in one of the 
magazines. 
This offered a new menace to 
the 
shell shocked surrounding country. 
There was a flare up of excitement 
yesterday ev ening as the smouldering 
fires on the reserv ation reached one 
of the magazines and 
new 
blasts 
rocked the area as 14-inch 
shells 
again hurtled through the air.. 
All men were ordered out of the 
danger zone. 
Of the 19 dead whose bodies hav e 
been 
recov ered, 
six 
remained un­ 
identified. 
The official list of missing 
still 
contained nine names but identifica­ 
tions yet to be made of Imdies re­ 
cov ered undoubtedly will reduce the 
number. 
Of the injured sev eral were dis­ 
charged from hospitals during 
the 
last 24 hours and today less than 60 
still werP receiv ing hospital 
treat­ 
ment. 
All were expected to liv e. 
The list of bodies 
recov ered 
in­ 
cluded that of Orlando N. 
Alfson, 
Farmington. Minn. 
Late last night, ho wev er, the nav y 
issued the fo llo wing statement: 
“Captain J. E. Enochs, senior nav ­ 
al officer present, has just observ ed 
the fires still burning in the nav y 
ammunition depot and 
apparently 
they are slowly dying out,” the state­ 
ment read. 
“ It is confidently felt 
that major explosions are ov er.” 
While the nav y went 
about 
its 
work of identification, 
citizens 
of 
surrounding towns turned to the re­ 
habilitation of their dwellings, many 
of which were wrecked or damaged. 
Stores in Rockaway, Mount 
Hope, 
Wharton and other nearby 
places 
were opened. 
Mount Hope seemed 
to hav e suffered th© most 
damage, 
but in all nearby 
towns 
windows 
were broken, many roofs were cav ed 
in by flying objects and the damage 
was considerable. 
A special board will determine the 
amount of damage done to civ ilian 
owned property. 
Nav y officers told civ ilians 
they 
believ ed most of the danger w*as ov er 
and urged that all use caution but 
av oid nerv ousness. 
Heeding that adv ice, the 
town 
council of Dov er met last night and 
calmly busied itself with th© 
pur­ 
chase of pushcarts 
for 
the 
street 
cleaning department, an anti-climax 
for the men who had been watching 
thousands of pounds of ammunition 
blow up.

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ROMANS KNEW VALI E OF CONCRETE 


PERUSING an Editor’^ Reference Book on Cement and Con­ 
c r e te published by the Portland Cement Association one finds that 
the early Romans experimented with concrete. 
Two thousand years ago the Roman builders were not only 
extensive users of cement but also were interested in obtaining 
better concrete through experimentation. 
* 
In viewing the foundations of the Forum structures as they 
stand today, the observer finds proof that the early craftsmen 
were not in accord as regarded the use of coarse aggregate, the 
broken stones they mixed with cement, sand, and water to form 
concrete. 
In the effort to secure a better concrete some Roman 
builders laid the concrete in layers, alternate layers being made 
with different stones. Others preferred to mix the different kinds 
of rocks together and the concrete was dumped in the forms in 
one mass without distinction as to layers, 
This is the method 
used by builders of the present day. 
Yet with their unscientifically manufactured cement, made 
from volcanic ash and lime obtained from burnt marble, and their 
haphazard mixing methods, the ancient Romans built concrete 
foundations which appear to Ik* as sturdy today as they Were dur­ 
ing the life-time of Julius Caesar. 
The question is frequently asked: “Why did not the Romans 
utilize cement in building high structures?” 
The answer is sim­ 
ple. 
The Romans had no knowledge of reinforcing concrete and 
consequently cement was chiefly used In foundations and as mor­ 
tar 
But they did understand unreinforced concrete, for an exam­ 
ination of the foundations of the Forum buildings shows that the 
concrete is still without a crack or a fracture. 
The markings 
from the grain of the wood forms are as plainly visible as though 
the imprint was made yesterday rather than over 2,000 years ago. 
Famous old world structures in which concrete was used are 
the Pantheon, Coliseum, Temple of Romulus, Palace of Augustus, 
Temple of Julius, and Arch of Titus. 
The Romans made their cement by mixing slaked lime with 
ashes deposited by Vesuvius and other has famous volcanoes. 
So without m aid of the laboratories of the present day the 
Romans made cement which served their purpose well, even 
though their product was not at all uniform. 
The cement of the 
Romans also had the desirable characteristic of modern cement 
in that it would harden under water—a quality highly essential 
to modern building. 
Yet after all there is a wide gulf between the cement of early 
Rome and the product which is used so extensively today. 
After 
the fall of the Roman empire remcnt making, along with a good 
many other arts, disappeared for h time and was not revived un­ 
til the middle of the eighteenth century. 
But after its rediscov­ 
ery the changes in manufacturing methods came about rapidly 
until the present highly scientific cement was developed.

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HOMANS KNEW VALUE OF CONCRETE 


PERUSING an E ditor’s Reference Book on Cement and Con­ 
crete published by the Portland Cem ent Association one finds that 
the early Rom ans experim ented with concrete. 
Two thousand years ago the Roman builders were not only 
extensive users of cement but also were interested in obtaining 
better concrete through experim entation. 
» 
In view ing the foundations of the Forum structures as they 
stand today, the observer finds proof that the early craftsm en 
were not in accord as regarded the use of coarse aggregate, the 
broken stones they mixed with c e m e n t , sand, and w ater to form 
concrete. 
In the effort to secure a better concrete som e Roman 
builders laid the concrete in layers, alternate layers being made 
with different stones. Others preferred to mix the different kinds 
of rocks together and the concrete was dumped in the form s in 
one mass without distinction as to layers, 
This is the method 
used by builders of the present day. 
Yet w ith their unscientifically manufactured cem ent, made 
from volcanic ash and lime obtained from burnt marble, and their 
haphazard m ixing methods, the ancient Romans built concrete 
foundations which appear to be as sturdy today as they were dur­ 
ing the life-tim e of Julius Caesar. 
The question is frequently asked: “Why did not the Romans 
utilize cement in building high structures?’’ 
The answ er is sim ­ 
ple. 
The Romans had no knowledge of reinforcing concrete and 
consequently cem ent was chiefly used in foundations and as rn or 
tar. 
But they did understand unreinforced concrete, for an exam 
ination of the foundations of the Forum buildings show s that the 
concrete is still without a crack or a fracture. 
The m arkings 
from the grain of the wood form s are as plainly visible as though 
the imprint was made yesterday rather than over 2,000 years ago 
Famous old world structures in which concrete was used are 
the Pantheon, Coliseum, Temple of Romulus, Palace of A ugustus 
Temple of Julius, and Arch of Titus. 
The Romans made their cement by m ixing slaked lime with 
ashes deposited by Vesuvius and other less fam ous volcanoes. 
So without AW Aid* of the laboratories of the present day (he 
Romans made cement which served 
their 
purpose well, 
even 
though their product was not at all uniform . 
The cem ent of the 
Romans also had the desirable characteristic of modern cement 
in that it would harden under w ater— a quality highly essentia 
to modern building. 
Yet after all there is a wide gulf between the cement of early 
Rome and the product which is used so extensively today. 
After 
the fall of the Roman empire cem ent m aking, along with a good 
many other arts, disappeared for a tim e and was not revived un­ 
til the middle of the eighteenth century. 
But after its rediscov­ 
ery the changes in m anufacturing methods came about rapidly 
until the present highly scientific cem ent was developed. 
Joseph A spdin invented portland cement. 
Although this had 
its origin in Europe, the U nited States is the cement capital of 
the world. 
The 92 m anufacturers of portland cem ent in this 
country make more of this product than all the rest of the world 
combined. 
It is cem ent which has m ade possible the hard road system . 
With 20,000,000 more m otor vehicles now on the nation’s road­ 
ways than there were tw enty years ago, it is no wonder that high­ 
way building has come to be one o f the country’s chief industries. 
Take Brainerd, for instance, arid see the wide use accorded 
cement. 
We have concrete lamp posts, concrete w ater tow er, con­ 
crete smoke stocks, cement paving, cem ent walks, cem ent blocks, 
cement floors, cement piers and foundations, cement bridges near 
by, concrete drains, concrete sew ers and manholes, concrete chim ­ 
neys, concrete houses, concrete garages, etc., etc.
